V/hen  writing  upon  this  subject  a year  ago  it  seemed  probable  that 
the  "unitary”  system  recommended  by  the  majority  of  the  Redcliffe-Maud 
commission  would  be  implemented,  at  least  in  Just  over  half  the  country. 
The  position  now  appears  to  be  irrevocably  changed,  in  that  the  principle 
of  two  tiers  of  local  government  authorities  has  been  adopted  and  a 
definite  time  table  for  the  reform  laid  down,  albeit  a very  tight  one. 

The  government  proposes  few  geographical  changes  in  the  boundaries  of 
the  '’counties”  and  surely  this  is  sensible;  the  previous  proposals 
involved  v/holesale  geographical  as  well  as  administrative  changes. 

The  adrainistrative  changes  will  be  large  for  both  tiers  of  the  new 
authorities  and  there  will  be  great  geographical  changes  in  the  new 
districts  to  be  formed  within  the  counties,  A principle  to  be  welcomed 
is  enunciated  in  paragraph  21  of  the  White  Paper  which  foresees  a unified 
staff  structure  for  planning  betv/een  county  and  district  authorities. 

This  sort  of  system  applies  to  many  district  Mediccil  Officers  of  Health 
under  the  existing  loca.1  government,  and  it  is  one  which  caji  be  operated 
satisfactorily.  There  would  seem  to  be  scope  for  an  extension  to  other 
services  as  well  as  planning  - for  exaiiple,  environmental  control.  If 
this  is  done  it  could  do  much  to  bring  about  a better  understanding 
between  the  county  and  district  authorities. 

The  White  Paper  malces  it  clear  that  the  reorganisation  of  the 
National  Health  Service  will  take  place  at  the  same  time  as  the  reform 
of  local  governiiient . This  means  that  in  three  year’s  time  the  post  of 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  will  cease  to  exist  and  that  Local  Authorities 
will  lose  the  personal  health  services  they  now  provide.  At  the  time  of 
v/riting  the  proposals  for  the  reorganisation  of  the  N.H.S.  are  awaited, 
but  it  seems  essential  that  both  the  nev/  county  and  district  authoritites 
are  going  to  need  medical  advice.  Has  the  Joint  appointment  possibilities 
in  this  sphere?  There  is  precedent  in  the  growing  practice  of  Joint 
appointments  of  doctors  between  Hospital  Boards  and  Local  Authorities, 
most  notably  in  the  specialist  staffing  in  the  School  Health  Service. 

Tliese  Joint  appointments  have  i\rorked  well,  and  perhaps  it  would  be  a 
good  thing  if  those  future  ’’community  physicians”  who  will  be  required  to 
advide  the  new  local  authorities  on  the  health  of  the  community  were  to 
have  a proportion  of  their  salaries  paid  by  the  authorities  they  will 
advise.

1970  the  year  in  v;hich  there  v;as  a world-wide  campaign  to 
draw  attention  to  the  dangerous  way  in  which  our  society  is  pollutinp 
le  air,  t.ie  earth  and  the  waters  and  even  seas  of  this  world.  This  is 
a serious  problem,  and  one  on  which  various  expert  committees  have 
reported  recently,  notably  on  sewage  purification  and  the  disposal  of 
toxic  waste  _ mater loals.  Problems  in  both  fields  have  affected  Droxford 
ra  ^ istrict,  and  both  showed  that  the  proposed  new  pattern  of  local 
government,  which  allocates  to  the  "counties"  responsibility  for  refuse 
disposal  and  to  the  "districts"  that  for  refuse  collection,  and  may  well 
tcu^e  similar  action  for  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  is  a necessary  change. 

S_oy/erage 


iiS  the  South  Hampshire  Plan  reached  the  stage  of  detailed 
consideration  it  became  obvious  that  the  lack  of  adequate  facilities 
for  sev/age  disposal  would  hamper  the  building  of  the  extra  houses 
needed.  The  building  of  a trunk  sewer  discharging  into  the  sea  well 
out  into  the  jiast  Solent  was  put  forward  as  the  best  solution  and 
towards  tJie  end  of  the  year  a Drainage  Board  was  formed  by  Hampshire , 
Droxford,  Eastleigh,  FarehaiTi,  Gosport  and  Winchester  R.D.,  to  start 

planning  the  trunlc  sewer , whose  probable  line  will  talce  it  close  to  ihe 
south  western  boundary  of  the  district. 
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These  proposals  affected  the  enlargement  of  the  Botley  sewage 
purification  v;orks , as  to  spend  a large  sum  of  money  enlarging  and 
modernising  these  works  when  perhaps  within  ten  years  the  entire  works 
would  not  be  needed  caused  the  Department  of  the  Environment  to  call  for 
a reappraisal  of  the  situation.  This  affected  the  decision  to  sewer 
Curdridge  and  Durley,  as  it  had  been  agreed  the  sewage  would  be  purified 
at  the  enlarged  Botley  works. 

It  v/as  not  until  1971  that  this  problem  was  resolved  by  a decision 
to  use  the  "Passveer”  system  of  purification  instead  of  the  percolating 
filter  method  first  proposed.  This  system  is  used  in  Holland,  and 
comprises  a system  of  ditches  through  v/hich  the  sev/age  flows,  compressed 
air  being  bubbled  through  it  from  the  bed  of  the  ditch.  The  system  is 
cheaper  to  construct  but  more  expensive  to  operate,  does  not  obtrudd  on 
the  landscape  and  is  cheaper  to  demolish  and  inalce  good. 

Extensions  to  the  sewers  at  Waltham  Chase,  Sv/anmore  and  Beeches  Hill, 
Bishop's  Waltham,  were  completed  early  in  1971*  These  all  drain  to  the 
Bishop's  Walthsmi  works. 

The  completion  of  improvements  to  trunic  sewers  in  Havant  and  Waterloo 
during  1970  allov/ed  the  direct  connection  of  two  small  sev/age  purification 
plants  to  the  sewer  system;  the  plants,  which  had  been  kept  in  operation 
at  the  request  of  Havant  because  of  surcharging  in  their  sev/ers,  were  then 
demolished.  Havant  and  Waterloo  reimbursed  this  authority  for  the  addition 
expense  involved  in  keeping  these  plants  operating  at  Denmead.  The 
restriction  on  new  building  development  in  Denmead  was  lifted  at  the  sa/ne 
time,  and  it  was  decided  to  build  the  extension  to  the  Denmead  system  to 
serve  Haiubledon  in  the  following  year. 


Toxic  Waste 

As  manufacture  developes,  so  the  amount  of  poisonous  waste  materials 
produced  increases,  V/hilst  a local  authority  has  a legal  obligation  to 
remove  domestic  refuse,  it  is  not  obliged  to  collect  "trade"  refuse.  If 
it  does  do  so,  it  may  charge  for  the  service.  Some  of  the  more  toxic 
waste  cannot  be  treated  in  the  usual  sewage  purification  plants,  and  the 
manufacturer  may  find  it  extremely  difficult  to  get  rid  of  this  sort  of 
material . 

Some  of  the  large  local  authorities  with  big  resources  provide  a 
good  service  to  industry  but  it  is  also  true  that  some  authorities  hide 
behind  the  law  v/hich  allows  them  to  refuse  to  handle  such  trade  v/aste. 
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One  result  is  plain  to  see;  in  the  last  20  years  there  has  been  a 
dramatic  incre&ise  in  the  number  of  firms  offering  a refuse/waste/  sewage 
collection  and  disposal  system.  Unhappily  such  firms  are  not  always 
scrupulous  in  how  they  dispose  of  poisonous  materials,  A recent  press 
report  described  how  it  took  over  3 months  for  council  staff  in  Binningham 
to  track  down  the  source  of  large  quantities  of  acid  in  the  city  sewers. 
They  finally  traced  it  to  a firm  of  industrial  tanlc  cleaning  specialists, 
who  were  fined  the  maximum  of  £60  with  £20  analyst's  fee.  Tlie  prosecutor 
on  behalf  of  the  city  said  the  cost  of  the  investigation  exceeded  £1 ,000, 

During  1970  a planning  application  was  received  for  the  construction 
of  an  industrial  waste  disposal  plant  at  Pegham  Coppice,  to  the  west  of 
Titchfield  Lane  by  a firm  of  cleansing  specialists.  This  included  the 
processing  of  oily  wastes  and  sludge.  The  firm  had  already  commenced  to 
use  the  land  for  depositing  oily  waste,  and  there  was  an  escape  follov/ed 
by  a fire  which  caused  a good  deal  of  harm.  The  soil  is  sand  and  gravel 
with  a high  water  table  so  that  there  was  a risk  of  pollution  of  the 
subsurface  water.  That  close  supervision  of  a plant  of  this  nature  would 
be  necessary  is  evident,  but  it  would  be  difficult  and  expensive  to 
provide  affective  supervision  of  an  operation  of  this  sort  conducted  in 
isolation.  This  application  was  rejected  and  the  future  of  the  area  is 
under  discussion  following  a further  application. 

Many  of  these  poisonous  wastes  need  professional  skill  and 
sophisticated  plant  to  be  handled  safoly.  These  are  to  be  found  only 
at  a large  "destructor"  type  refuse  disposal  plant.  There  is  clearly  a 
need  for  facilities  of  this  sort  in  the  South  Hampshire  area  and  it  is 
to  be  hoped  they  will  be  provided  before  irreparable  harm  is  done. 


Refuse  Disposal 

There  v/as  no  change  in  the  refuse  collection  arrangements  (a  once 
weekly  kerbside  collection)  or  in  disposal  which  ’is  by  controlled  tipping  to 
old  sand  and  gravel  workings  in  the  south  of  the  district. 


Housing 

The  Housing  Act  of  I969  introduced  major  changes  in  improvement 
grants,  and  details  v;ere  given  by  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  in  his 
report  for  that  year.  The  intention  of  the  Act  was  towards  the  recoverj^ 
of  houses  which  v;ere  substandard  by  reason  of  lack  of  maintenance  and/or 
lack  of  the  standard  amenities  or  unsuitable  arrangement  of  the 
accommodation. 
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To  implement  this  intention  in  the  Droxford  Rural  District 
involved  a housing  survey,  and  it  was  apparent  that  the  existing  health 
inspectorate  would  not  be  able  to  cope  with  this  in  addition  to  their 
normal  work.  The  Council  therefore  agreed  to  appoint  a second 
additional  public  health  inspector,  and  lir.  G.A.  Reid  was  duly 
appointed  and  commenced  on  April  20th,  1970.  Hr.  Reid  had  previously 
served  v;ith  the  London  borough  of  Islington  for  some  1?  years  and  had 
been  particularly  concerned  with  housing  problems. 

Following  his  appointment  there  was  some  revision  of  duties,  the 
Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  being  responsible  for  overall  administration 
and  control  end  also  for  improvement  grant  applications,  Mr.  Craddock 
assumed  responsibility  for  routine  work  and  housing  survey  in  the  six 
southern  parishes,  Mr.  Reid  for  the  ten  northern  parishes.  This 
division  of  the  work  has  the  advantage  of  allowing  the  officer  to 
obtain  a closer  knowledge  of  his  area  as  well  as  making  for  economy 
in  travelling.

Cunningham  House,  the  block  of  flatlets  for  the  elderly  with  a 
resident  warden  was  completed  and  occupied  during  the  year.  This  is  a 
joint  venture  between  the  council  and  the  Rotary  Club  of  Bitterne  & 
Woolston  Housing  Society  Ltd, 

The  new  County  Council  residential  home  for  the  frail  at  Denraead 
ca'iie  into  use.  In  size  and  concept  it  is  similar  to  Bishop's  Waltham 
House,  but  built  on  tv;o  floors  only.  No  risks  v;ere  tal<en  with  the  name 
this  time  •-  it  is  called  "Green  Meadov/s"l 
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Railway  Hotel  Cajavcui  Site,  Curdridge 

The  planned  run  dov/n  on  this  site  continued  at  the  agreed  rate. 
Hov;ever  at  the  end  of  the  year  the  holder  of  the  site  licence  indicated 
that  he  was  giving  up  the  tenancy.  The  nev/  tenant  did  not  wish  to  run 
the  caravan  site  and  the  owners  put  it  up  for  sale.  By  April  "Ist,  197'! 
there  v/ere  '15  occupied  caravans  on  the  site,  and  three  unoccupied,  of 
which  one  v;as  in  periodic  occupation. 


Food  Hygiene 

The  appointment  of  Mr.  Reid  as  additional  health  inspector  has  made 
it  possible  to  devote  more  time  to  the  inspection  of  food  premises  and 
catering  establishments.  There  a-re  no  large  food  manufacturing  or 
processing  plants  in  the  district,  although  at  one  time  there  was  a 
possibility  of  an  industrial  site  in  the  district  being  used  as  a 
container  distributing  depot.  A development  of  this  sort  can  lead  to 
a large  increase  in  the  nui'nber  of  inspections  that  a local  authority 
may  be  called  upon  to  undertake. 

V/e  are  grateful  for  help  and  advice  received  from  Dr.  M.H.  Hughes 
and  his  staff  at  the  Winchester  Public  Health  Laboratory  and  to 
Mr.  J.S,  Preston,  Chief  Inspector  of  Weights  and  Measures  for  Hampshire 
and  his  staff,  with  whom  there  is  close  cooperation  in  the  field.

The  service  provides  domestic  help  to  enable  those  suffering 
from  illness  or  infirmity  to  remain  in  their  homes.  Some  of  the  cases 
they  help  are  very  difficult  but  they  still  carry  on  and  bring  companionship 
and  care  to  alleviate  want.  The  home  help  is  supplemented  by  the 
"Good  Neighbour’'  service;  the  latter  is  able  to  leave  her  home  only 
for  brief  periods  and  so  works  on  a more  informal  basis.  At  the  end  of 
1970  there  v^^ere  25  Horae  Helps  and  2 Good  Neighbours  on  the  register. 
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Social  Services 


As  from  1/4/71  the  new  Social  Services  Department  of  the  County 
Council  wa.s  formed  from  the  amalgamation  of  the  Children's  and  Welfare 
departments  v/ith  Mental  Welfare  and  Home  Help  divisions  of  the  County 
Health  Department,  This  report  deals  with  1970  before  this  "reshuffle" 
took  place  and  not  with  the  current  position. 

Green  Meadows,  the  new  "Home  for  the  Frail"  opened  at  Denmead  at 
the  end  of  the  summer,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Bonner  are  Warden  and  Matron,  A 
nursing  home  which  had  closed  re-opened  during  1970  as  a registered 
private  home  for  the  elderly,  malving  the  third  such  institution, 

Mrs,  Skilton  remained  the  Vi/elfare  Officer  most  closely  associated  with 
the  District, 

Coordinating  meetings  of  social  workers,  health  visitors  and  doctors 
were  hold  every  two  months.  These  meetings  will  continue  under  the  new 
set-up. 


voltotary  service 


There  are  many  organisations  working  in  the  field  of  "home  care", 
and  many  more  individuals  acting  as  "good  neighbours" , and  others 
looking  after  ageing  parents  or  relatives.  Only  a fev/  are  mentioned  here. 

The  'Women's  Royal  Voluntary  Service  continued  to  opera.te  a 
"Meals  on  Wheels"  service  in  all  parishes  on  tv/o  days  a week.  The  demand 
is  growing  and  approval  was  given  to  organise  a further  "circuit"  when 
this  becomes  necessary,  A large  number  of  ladies  talce  part  in  this 
operation,  v;hich  in  times  of  bad  weather  can  be  very  difficult.  We 
owe  them  a debt  of  gratitude,  and  also  the  kitchen  staffs  at  Knowle 
Hospital  and  Fairthorne  Manor,  who  supply  the  meals. 

The  British  Red  Cross  Society  has  a centre  at  Swanmore  and  branches 
in  most  parishes.  They  act  as  home  nursing  aid  distributors  for  the 
County  Council,  ajid  also  organise  clubs  for  the  elderly,  the  disabled  and 
chiropody  clinics.  The  Hampshire  Council  for  Social  Service  is 
concerned  with  many  diverse  activities,  including  welfare  for  the  elderly, 

Tlie  cohimunity  care  group  started  in  Droxford  in  19^9  is  doing  much 
useful  work,  and  extending  its  sphere  of  activity,  but  it  remains  the  only 
such  group  in  the  district.

The  major  causes  of  death  are  the  same  as  in  recent  years  and 
with  only  minor  differences  in  proportion.  They  follow  the  national 
pattern  except  that  pneumonia  is  more  prevalent  as  a cause  of  death 
than  is  the  national  experience.

Food  Poisoning 

Two  incidents  ard  worthy  of  mention.  An  elderly  lady  had  a 
severe  attack  of  gastro-enteritis , the  cause  (Salmonella  typhimurium) 
not  being  discovered  until  she  had  recovered,  A careful  history 
indicated  the  probable  source  of  the  infection  to  be  pet  food  supplied 
from  a knacker’s  yard  in  another  district,  although  this  could  not  be 
proved  after  the  time  lapse.  Tl'ie  pet  food  had  been  properly  cooked, 
as  is  now  a legal  requirement,  but  it  should  be  realised  this  does  not 
mean  that  it  will  remain  sterile.  Such  material  is  easily 
re-contaminated  in  packing  and  also  at  the  time  of  sale.  In  this  case 
it  was  the  practice  to  store  the  pet-food  in  the  (only)  domestic 
refrigerator.  The  patient  herself  always  fed  the  dog  and  handled  its 
food.  Her  husband  who  was  the  only  other  resident,  had  eaten  the  same 
food  as  the  patient  but  was  not  affected. 

In  the  other  incident  an  infant  was  infected  with  Salmonella 
typhirmurium , an  unusual  infection  in  one  so  young.  Here  it  was 
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discovered  that  a calf  on  the  smallholding  v;as  infected  with  the  same 
phage  type;  the  baby’s  mother  looked  after  the  calf.  Investigations 
showed  an  older  child  in  the  family  to  be  infected  with  the  same 
organism. 


Bacillary  Dysentery 

Two  of  the  cases  were  infections  with  Shigella  flexner,  which  is 
not  a common  infection  in  Britain.  One  case  had  clearly  acquired  her 
infection  in  a tropical  country  but  the  fact  that  she  had  returned 
home  to  have  a child  complicated  matters.  Appropriate  arrangements 
v;ere  made  and  all  passed  off  satisfactorily.  The  other  case  was  not 
a resident  of  this  district  but  was  employed  part-time  as  a gardener 
at  a hotel  close  by  an  international  airport,  where  he  had  meals  in 
the  hotel  canteen.  It  seemed  likely  that  his  infection  wqs  acquired 
outside  this  district  as  his  illness  developed  within  24  hours  of  his 
arrival  here  and  no  other  residents  v;ere  infected. 


Infective  Jaundice 

The  number  of  cases  notified  was  greater  than  in  I969  (4  cases) 
but  there  was  no  obvious  focus  of  infection  in  the  district.  This 
disease  is  prevalent  in  Britain,  and  mention  has  been  made  in  an  earlier 
report  (I968)  of  the  difficulty  it  poses  in  that  about  three-quarters 
of  people  infected  with  it  show  only  very  mild  symptoms,  and  no 
jaundice.  The  incidence  recorded  in  this  district  in  1970  gives  no 
cause  for  concern. 


Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 

The  two  ’’new"  cases  notified  in  1970  v/ere  in  a lady  of  80  and 
male  nurse  of  40.  The  latter  was  regarded  as  a very  doubtful  case  and 
certainly  not  infectious  to  others  and  has  been  allowed  to  continue 
in  his  profession. 


IMMUTIISATIQN 

The  national  situation  regarding  immunisation  against  infectious 
diseases  is  kent  under  constant  reviev;  and,  as  fresh  evidence  accumulates, 
from  time  to  time  policy  changes  are  recommended.  Changes  were ^ 
recommended  some  2 years  ago;  those  affecting  infants  were  put  into 
immediate  effect  and  those  concerning  the  reinforcing  (’'boosting”)  of 
immunity  in  schoolchildren  were  introduced  in  1970.  This  involved 
substituting  for  the  3 year  old  diphtheria  and  tetanus  booster  a 
reinforcing  dose  of  tetanus  and  poliomyelitis  for  15  year  olds. 
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In  addition  it  v/as  decided  to  offer  Rubella  (German  Measles) 
vaccine  to  all  13  year  old  schoolgirls.  As  is  v/oll  known  German 
Measles  is  a mild  disease  but  if  contracted  in  the  early  weeks  of 
pregnancy  can  cause  congenital  defects  in  the  child.  The  policy 
will  be  to  offer  rubella  vaccination  to  all  girls  on  entry  to 
secondary  schools,  that  is  between  ages  11  to  12,  V/ith  more  pentiful 
supplies  of  vaccine  it  is  hoped  to  offer  this  to  all  11,  12  and 
13  year  olds  in  197'!  1 and  thereafter  to  the  entrants  each  year. 


This  has  meant  an  increase  in  the  amount  of  immunisation  v/ork, 
which  is  to  be  welcomed,  as  is  anything  v;hich  will  reduce  illness  in 
the  community.

E-llUNISATIQN  AND  TliAVEL 

There areinterno.tional  certificates  of  immunisation  prescribed 
for  three  diseases,  and  travellers  entering  a country  may  be  required 
to  be  in  possession  of  any  of  these  or  if  not  to  submit  to  immediate 
immunisation. 

Sm^_3j^ox,  Obtainable  from  general  practitioners  or  child  welfare 
clinics.  Valid  for  3 years;  in  cases  of  primary  vaccination  the 
result  must  be  inspected  7 to  10  days  later. 
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Cholera,  Enquire  as  to  the  need  for  a certificate  from  the  carrier. 
Obtainable  from  general  practitioners,  who  will  usually  need  to  order 
the  vaccine.  Valid  for  6 months,  effective  from  the  second  of  two 
injections. 

Both  the  above  international  certificates  require  the  doctor's 
signature  to  be  authenticated  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of 
the  District  of  residence. 

Yellow  Fever.  Required  for  travel  to  certain  parts  of  Africa,  South 
America  and  the  Far  East;  the  carrier  should  be  asked  if  it  is 
required.  This  is  available  only  at  certain  specified  centres,  of 
which  the  Health  Centre,  Southampton  (tel.  28721)  is  one.  Valid  for 
10  years. 

Typhoid,  paratyphoid,  tetanus  and  poliomyelitis.  Immunisation  is  not 
obligatory  but  it  may  be  advisable  as  these  diseases  may  be  more 
prevalent  in  other  countries.  Travellers  should  consult  the  "Notes 
for  Travellers"  issued  by  the  Foreign  Office  (v/hich  travel  agents 
are  asked  to  distribute)  or  this  office  will  alv;ays  be  pleased  to  advise. 

Malaria.  In  many  tropical  and  sub-tropical  countries  there  is  a risk 
of  contracting  malaria.  When  visiting  such  places  anti-malarial  drugs 
should  be  taken  during  the  visit  and  for  one  month  after  returning, 

Tliere  are  three  main  prophylactic  drugs,  chloroquine,  proguanil  and 
pyrimethamine.  Each  must  be  taken  exactly  as  directed.  Consult  your 
doctor  if  visiting  a malarial  area. 

Intending  travellers  should  consult  their  doctor  in  good  time; 
it  may  take  a month  to  complete  all  the  procedures  considered  advisable.

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Discretionary  Grant 


Discretionary  grants  may  be  made  by  local  councils  to  help  owners 
to  improve  old  houses  to  a good  standard,  or  to  provide  dwellings 
either  by  converting  houses  of  an  unsatisfactory  size , or  by  converting 
non-residential  buildings  to  a housing  use.  They  are  called 
discretionary  grants  because  they  are  made  at  the  council's  discretion. 

The  council  may  pay  up  to  one-half  of  the  estimated  cost  of 
modernisation  (including  professional  fees)  as  approved  by  them, 
subject  to  a maocimum  grant  of  £1 ,000  for  each  house  improved  or  for 
each  dwelling  provided  by  conversion.  Where,  however,  flats  are 
provided  by  the  conversion  of  a house  or  building  of  three  or  more 
storeys,  the  upper  limit  of  grant  is  £1,200  for  each  flat. 


Up  to  one-half  of  the  approved  amount  of  the  discretionary  grant 
may  relate  to  works  of  repair  or  replacement  v/hich  are  either  incidental 
to  some  other  improvement  or  which  are  needed,  in  the  council's  opinion, 
for  the  purpose  of  making  some  other  improvement  fully  effective. 

Renairs  and  replacements  by  themselves  do  not  qualify  for  grant. 

Section  71  of  the  Act  has  added  to  the  matters  to  be  taken  into 
account  in  determining  unfitness  for  human  habitation  that  of  'internal 
arrangement' . This  has  been  defined  as  including  inter  alia,  winding 
staircases  and  intercoimniunicating  bedrooms.  Works  to  improve  such 
conditions  are  required  when  improvement  work  is  undertaken  with  the 
aid  of  a grant. 


During  the  year  40  applications  for  discretionary  grants  in  respect 
of  43  properties,  23  being  owner  occupied  and  20  being  tenanted,  were 
received,  (Comparative  figures  for  the  last  three  years  are  showoi) .

Whilst  valuable  inforination  as  to  the  standard  of  fitness  and  provision 
of  amenities  is  being  obtained,  attempts  to  persuade  elderly  owner- 
occupiers  to  improve  their  propoerties  v;ith  the  aid  of  a grant  and  loans 
ha.s  been  disappointing,  "We  have  lived  like  this  for  40  years  and  we 
can't  be  bothered  now",  is  a frequent  comment. 

The  type  of  housing  development  in  this  district  is  such  that  it 
ho.s  been  found  that  ' Ii'nprovement  Areas'  are  not  appropriate. 


Qualification  Certificates 

Part  5 of  the  Act  provides  for  the  issue  of  qualification  certificates 
to  enable  the  conversion  of  controlled  tenancies  of  dwellings  provided 
with  stand;rrd  amenities  and  in  good  repair  to  regulated  tenancies. 

Increases  in  rent  as  a result  of  a qualification  certificate  are 
recoverable  only  in  permitted  stages. 

So  far  applications  have  been  few.  During  the  year  applications 
for  qualification  certificates  for  6 properties  have  been  received  and 
granted.  Works  of  repair  v/ere  carried  out  where  required.

During  the  year  ended  the  3''st  March,  197'1»  ^192  samples  v/ere 
procured  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955?  v;ithin  the  area  of  the 
Droxford  Rural  District  Council, 


Milk  Samples 

143  sanples  of  milk,  including  89  of  "Channel  Islands",  were  taleen. 

Of  these,  six  of  the  "Channel  Islands"  and  one  of  the  ordinary  milk  were 
unsatisfactory,  as  follows:- 

A samole  of  "Channel  Island"  milk  from  a producer-retailer  was  11/^ 
deficient  of  fat,  a following-up  check  at  the  farm  also  being  sub-standard. 
Proceedings  were  taleen  in  respect  of  the  first  sample  and  these  resulted 
in  a fine  of  £15  being  imposed,  with  costs  of  £10, 

Further  proceedings  involved  another  sample  of  bottled  "Channel  Islands" 
milk,  this  being  l8/j  deficient  of  fat.  Other  samples  at  the  producer’s 
farm  included  three  v;hich  were  of  low  fat  content.  In  this  case  a fine 
of  £10  v\ras  imposed,  with  costs  of  £5»95» 


A third-pint  bottle  of  school  milk  was  found  to  contain  foreign 
matter,  this  being  noticed  as  the  milk  was  being  consumed  by  a pupil. 
The  complaint  was  taken  up  with  the  supplier  but  proceedings  were  not 
instituted  as  the  child’s  parents  did  not  wish  her  to  give  evidence.

Samples 


49  samples  of  articles  other  than  milk  v/ere  procured.  These 
consisted  of  flavoured  milk  (2),  butter  (I),  cream  (7)?  ice-cream  (5)i 
meat  products  (4),  spirits  (I8),  preserves  (1)  and  other  samples  (II), 


Two  samples  were  the  subject  of  complaint,  Cne  concerned  a loaf 
of  broad  which  contained  strands  of  thin  copper  foil  and  was  examined 
following  a consumer  complaint.  Proceedings  were  taleen  against  the 
balcer  responsible,  who  was  ordered  to  pay  fines  and  costs  totalling  £10, 
The  other  unsatisfactory  sample  consisted  of  whisky,  tal-:en  informally, 
v/hich  contained  35"  excess  water  based  on  the  declared  proof  spirit 
content  of  70°.  Official  sanples  purchased  in  connection  with  this  all 
proved  to  be  satisfactory. 
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Outstanding  from  Previous  Report 


Reference  was  made  in  last  year’s  report  to  proceedings  v/hich  were 
pending  in  respect  of  a bottle  of  milk  v;hich  contained  foreign  matter 
(dirt  and  mould  growth)  on  the  inside  of  the  bottle.  Tlie  case  resulted 
in  the  dairy  company  paying  a total  penalty  of  £12,  including  costs. 

This  information  has  been  supplied  by  Mr,  J.S,  Preston,  Chief 
Inspector  of  VJeights  and  Measures,  Hampshire  County  Council.  This 
department  works  closely  with  Mr.  Preston  and  his  staff  in  the 
administration  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  19551  for  which  the  County 
is  the  authority,  and  we  are  grateful  for  the  advice  and  assistance 
we  receive  from  them  at  all  times. 


RODENT  CONTROL 


V/ork  on  this  v;as  maintained  throughout  the  year  and  block  control 
v;as  caxriod  out  - no  new  major  infestations  v/ere  found.  There  was  a 
fall  in  the  number  of  complaints  received.  The  Deputy  Rodent  Officer 
and  a Rodent  Operative  being  employed  on  survey  and  operations.  The 
Deputy  Rodent  Officer  retired  at  the  end  of  the  year,  after  26  years 
service  with  the  Council,  A new  appointment  has  been  made.  The 
following  table  gives  c.m  analysis  of  the  prevalence  and  control  of 
rats  and  mice  within  the  district  for  the  twelve  months  ending 
31st  December,  1970.  In  common  with  all  areas,  there  was  a great 
increase  in  v;asp  nest  infestation.  Treatment  work  is  carried  out 
on  a re-chargeable  basis.
